Nearly eleven years ago, in the Intter half of 
November 1890, the word went round the world 
likea lightning flash that a. Berlin scientist had 


| discovered an infallible cure for consumption. 


Up to then Dr, Koch’ had -been comparatively 
‘unknown outside’ scientific circles, but ‘in a 
fow' days ‘he became’ world famous, From 
vevery cofner of the earth consumptives , rushed 
‘to him. “Hectic cheeked, big-eyed, emaciated, 
they poured into Berlin. Men at the last stages 
of the disease died in railway carriages on their 
way to him, Stricken souls barely able to 
walk a yard had themselves carried, and Berlin 
became, for a time, a, veritable Pool of Siloam. 

It was pitiful and terrible, and there was no 
man who, would more gladly have ‘stayed the 
tush than Dr. Koch himself. He had not 
desired this, He had sought his utmost'to

In the following lyenr the cholera came to: 
Europe. “Koch was now placed at the head of. 
a commiasion by: the ‘German Government to 
investigate it.

on’ to those parts of India where ‘cholera is 
‘endemic, ‘Month by month he closel studied 
jt. In other words, he daily ran the tisk of the 
most horrible death, .In tracking disease , this 


quiet German has shown a heroism and’ ‘fear. ; 


lessness greater by far. than that of the’ soldier 
on the battlefield. Forthe prospect ever before 
him in his researches has been, not swift death 
by a chance bullet or sabre’ thrust, but linger- 
ing, torturing disease, The cholera: bacillus 
was found, and the Government made tima 
present. of 100,000 marks. In Germany they 
holda doctor worthy of honour, and worthy of 
Government support. In England we give no 
Government help even for the: falning: of 
doctors. on 

Dr, Koch was now made Professor i in ‘Berlin. 
University and Director of the Institute of 
"Hygiene i in Berlin, Young scientific men from 
many lands flocked to him; and here he entered 
into his experiments for anti.consumption 
‘serum. He aimed at obtaining afluid which 
wauld destroy the low form of tissue where 
bacilli thrive: , First he carried out long experi- 
ments on animals, and then’ went'on to hiamari 
beings. In‘lupus, which is perhaps the simplest 
form of tuberculosis, the ‘results were very 
satisfactory in mild cases. In consumption of 
the lungs things appeared at ‘first to be going 
well, but when. the experiments were carried 
out over a wider’ area, very’ doubttia: ‘develop- 


ments came. 
INDEFATIGADLE. 


But Dr. Koch has not. despaired, He has 
gone on improving and improving, and be 
believes that nol his tuberculin can cure 
when ‘cases are taken: carly. * But he would 
be the . first. to admit thar it is hope- 
less to expect. to cure any really advanced 
stayes of the disease by injection. If you wish 
to stop consumption you .must take it early. :
